WARSHIP OREGON 

PUTS TO SEA 
FROM JUPITER. 
Nothing Is Revealed Concerning the 
Destination of the Vessel, Which 
Remains on the Florida Coast 
Only a Few Hours. 


Jupiter, Fla., May 25.—[Special.]—The bat- 
tleship Oregon at daylight today. under 
Captain Clark, weighed anchor two miles off 
Jupiter, and shaped its course almost due 
east. It would be hard to tell where it will 
turn up next. | 
Those of the crew who came ashore last 
night were treated as royally as the limited 
supply of edibles and drinkables at Jupiter 
could bring forth. In return they stripped 
themselves of hat bands, caps, and other 
articles, which are now treasured souvenirs 
among Jupiter’sfairones. Many of the tars 
were wearing hat bands bearing in addition 
to “Steamship Oregon the phrase Re- 
member the Maine.“ Three cheers by the 
landing boat’s crew and three cheers by 
Jupiter’s 400 were exchanged as they re- 
turned to the Oregon. 
The. ship and boats all wear the dirty lead 
colored coat. The remarkable trip around 
the horn is still being discussed. There 


was, of course, the close and constant watch 


for torpedo boats, and the Spanish flying 
squadron.

week. Sefior Brazil, who enjoys the unique 
distinction of being named after the country 
he represents, is one of the best known of 
South American diplomats. He is 45 years 
of age, having been born in the Province of 
Rio Grande do Sul in 1883. His father was a 
man of prominence and the owner of large 
plantations in the province, and possessed 
of much wealth. Sefior Brazil studied law 
and graduated with honors at St. Paulo at 
the age of 23, and at once entered upon the 
practice of his profession. 

From the beginning of his career he has 
taken a most active interest in politics both 
in his native country and abroad. He has 
always been an ardent Republican and was 
looked upon as one of the leaders of that 
party when it came into power in 1890 and 
Brazil became a republic. In 1885 he wrote 
a republican book on constitutional law 
which has been regarded and quoted as an 
authority. When the republic had been es- 
tablished Sefior Brazil was elected Repre- 
sentative, and during his term of service 
wrote two other books on constitutional law. 
His writings show clearness, logic, and deep 
thought and study of his subjects. Wher his 
term expired as Representative Sefior Erazil 
was appointed Minister to Argentina, where 


Lisbon, at which court he has represented 
his country until now, when he is again 
transferred to Washington. | 

Sefior Brazil was one of the leaders of the 


before their success he advocated with 
tongue and pen the freedom of the Brazilian 


that time and now he has large landed pos- 
sessions in Rio Grande do Sul, comprising 
coffee, sugar, and rice plantations, upon 
which were hundreds of slaves.

He is a man pf much 
wealth and comes from a distinguished line 
of ancestors. His wife is a beautiful Bra- 
gillian lady, and, as both are extremely fond 
of society, their acquisition to the Diplomatic 
Corps of Washington is looked upon with 
great favor by society. Sefior Salvador de 
Mendonca, whom Sefior Brazil succeeds, has 
been a representative of Brazil in this coun- 
try for many years and retires with mucb 
honor and credit to himself and his country,

In this connection 
Assistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn has 
been accredited with being the chief of the 
secret service, and it has been stated that 
he has taken entire charge of the work of 
secret service agents. It has also been said 
that there are two divisions of the secret 
service, one maintained under military reg- 
ulations and the other under the rules of 
the Treasury department. In consequence 
of these erroneous statements Mr. Meikle- 
john is much annoyed, because he is re- 
ceiving hundreds of letters every day from 
constituents congratulating him upon his 
supposed appointment as Chief of the Se- 
cret Service.

PHANTOM WARSHIPS 


CONTINUE TO CRUISE 
NORTH OF HALIFAX; 


‘Report That a Fleet of Steamers 


‘Supposed to Be [len-of-War 
Again Sent Out from the Nova 
Scotian Port. 


Halifax, N. S., May 25.—[Special. ]—An un- 
known steamer has been cruising off Hali- 
fax for nearly a week, appearing every day 
from the West, making a circle and disap- 
pearing. It was at first supposed to be 
awaiting orders from a pilot boat, but now 
its actions are regarded as unaccountable. 
The, story comes from the military signal 
station, whose officers would not dare give a 
false report. 

The report that a fleet of steamers, sup- 
posed to be warships, had been seen off 
Cape Breton, has been fully investigated, 
leaving no doubt of its truth. Efforts are 
being made to get on the track of the fleet 
of seven steamers supposed to be warships, 
which was sighted off Louisburg, C. B., 
last night, and which was reported as mov- 
ing along the Nova Scotia coast toward 
Cape Sable. Opinion in Halifax bears out 
that of the Louisburg pilots, who believe 
that the seven vessels sighted are ships of 


war. 

A dispatch from Louisburg, which is an 
important shipping point for Cape Breton 
colliers, states that strict instructions have 


been received by the Collectors of Customs 


on the island relative to the shipment of coal. 


‘Before vessels are ready to clear for points 


outside of Canada, the collectors must wire 
to the Customs department at Ottawa the 
names of the ships and for what purpose the 
coal is required.

them at the State’s expense until they be- 
came United States volunteers. They have 
decided it would be best merely to issue the 
call, formally notify the government that 
the call has been issued, and allow the gov- 
ernment to assume the responsibility of pro- 
viding and transporting the regiments.

State Can Furnish Many More Volun- 
teers than Are Required by 
the President. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 25.—[Special.]— 
The second call for troops has brought out 
the fact at the office of Governor Mount 
that enough applications have been made 
in Indiana for privileges to-raise companies, 
batteries, cavalry, and entire regiments to 
fill the quota of a dozen States like Indiana. 
Governor Mount will not return from Wino- 
na until Saturday, but, anticipating the sec- 
ond call for volunteers, he had already de- 
cided to apportion Indiana's quota to the 
different Congressional districts and not to 
accept companies from cities which already 
have companies in the first enlistment. Ap- 
plication will be made to the War depart- 
ment to increase Indiana's second quota 
from 2,582, the number announced today, to 
three full regiments, so that more Indiana 
officers will have a chance to go to the front. 


TO CALL FOR MEN IN IOWA. 


Governor Shaw Will Today Call for 
Volunteers to Fill the State 
Quota. 


Des Moines, Ia., May 28.— [Special. ]—Gov- 
ernor Shaw will tomorrow morning issue 
a call for 1,900 volunteers, the State’s quota 
under the second call by President McKin- 
ley. The Governor said today that he had 
no doubt the call would be responded to at 
once. Already a large number of com- 
panies have been organized in anticipation 
of a second call. The new recruits will be 
mobilized at the State fair grounds in this 
city and will go through much the same 
course as the first four regiments. 


WISCONSIN MEN STAND READY. 


Thought That Enough Men Are Now 
Organized to Meet the Call 
| for Volunteers. 


Madison, Wis., May 25.—[Special.]—Under 

the President's second call for volunteers 
Wisconsin will probably be required to fur- 
nish about 1.800 men. The first call exhaust- 
ed all but four companies of the National 
Guard.. A cOmpany at Eau Claire and a 
company at Stoughton were about to be mus- 
tered into the National Guard when the first 
call came. There are six companies to- 
gether with the cavalry at Milwaukee, which 
will leave about 1,200 men to be secured out- 
side of the regular National Guhrd organiza- 
tion. It is thought that enough volunteer 
companies have been organized in the State 
to more than meet this call. 
Governor Scofield says that Wisconsin has 
exhausted all available funds in its posses- 
sion dt present for the equipment of troops, 
and unless the federal government does 
something in the way of furnishing equip- 
ment additional Wisconsin volunteers will 
not be ready to go to the front for some 
time. The new State volunteers will be 
concentrated at the military reservation at 
Camp Douglas, instead of the State fair 
grounds in Milwaukee. Reports from vari- 
ous sections of the State indicate that the 
volunteers who have already offered their 
services to the government considerably ex- 
ceed the number asked for.

THE OREGON'S GREAT TRIP. 


The safe arrival of the big battleship Ore- 


pon off the Florida coast, sixty-six days out 
from San Francisco, marks a new achieve- 


ment of Yankee seamanship and pluck. 


The Oregon is not only safe but absolutely 
sound. Captain Clark reports to the Navy 
department that his vessel’s machinery 
meeds no repairs after its phenomenal run. 
Such a record ig conclusive proof that 
Americans know how to build battleships 
and how to navigate them. It also shows 
that good warships can be buiit on the Pa- 
cific coast as weil as on the Atlantic. 


Ban Francisco on its long cruise around 
South America to join the Atlantic squad- 
ron in West Indian waters. Its course was 
to Oallao, thence to Punta Arenas, in the 


- Btraite of Magellan; thence up the Atlantic 


side, touching at Rio Janeiro, Bahia, and 
Barbadoes Istand; and finally, with a wide 
Sweep to the east of all the West Indies, to 
Jupiter, on the Florida const. Captain 
Olark’s wisdom in taking a sweep out into 
the Atlantic instead of entering the Carib- 
bean shows as good strategic skill as any 
that Oervera has boasted. 

The spirit that prevails on the Oregon 


patches ashore at Jupiter Inlet. He says 
the run was a most exciting one, especially 
after leaving Bahia, where they received 
information of their liability to interception

The five 
stops for chal reduced the actual steaming 
time to fifty-four days, which makes an 
average speed of 283 knots. This is twelve 
knots an hoar, though the Oregon has a 
record speed of seventeen knots. But it 
ie a remarkable speed for a massive battle 
ship to Keep up day and night for two 
months without wasting its coal or strain- 
ing the most delicate part of its machinery. 

That the Oregon is in first-class fighting 
trim is proved by the fact that it stopped 
off the Florida coast ofily long enough to 
communicate with Washington and then 
departed to rejoin Sampson and Schley. 
This gives us five battleships in Cuban 
waters, fotit of them larger and heavier 
than any that the Spanish can bring. The 
Oregon ts & host In itself, having four thir- 
teen-inch breechloading rifies in its main 
battery, supplemented with a secondary 
battery of sixteen six-pounder rapid-fire 
guns, four ga ‘and one field gun.

SENTIMENT AND WAR. 

William Watson, the English poet, has 
addressed a communication to the London 
Daily Chronicle, under the head of “ Senti- 
ment and the War,” in which he gives ex- 
pression to utterances which are worthy of 
consideration in thie country as well as in 
England, for the crop of sentimentalists is 
quite as large and unreasonable here as 
there. The pathetic situation of the Queen 
of Spain is the latest theme of these senti- 
mentalists, and it arouses in them “ a com- 
passion akin to that which they formerly 
lavished upon the picturesque misfortunes 
of another disastrous woman, whose ill- 
counsel is more than suspected to have been 
potent in precipitating the war which laid 
France prostrate.“ We are constantly re- 
minded by this class of sentimentalists that 
the occupant of the Spanish throne is a 
woman and a mother. While Mr. Watson 
is not insensible to the appealing quality of 
these words, neither can he forget that 
“there were in Cuba many thousands of 
mothers whom, with their babes, this Queen 
drove forth like bouseless cattle and siew 
with hunger and disease.” Looking at the 


matter from every point of view, Mr. Wat- 
von says: 


It may be pleaded that she was ignorant of 
what deviltries were done in her name. If so, her 
ignorance was criminal. Rulers have no right to 
an ignorance which means the murder of the ruled. 
If she lose her throne, such vicissitude will be a 
light chastisement for her offenses against man- 
kind. As for our pity.““ let us remember that 
the victims of her biindness, or her inhumanity, 
haveapriorclaim. 


The criticism which Mr. Watson makes is 
a timely one. It illustrates the old saying 
that there are two sides to every question. 
The side which he has presented is not that 
which would suggest itself to the senti- 
mentalist, nor is it the side which the aver- 
age idealist poet would be likely to take. 
Its characteristic is strong common sense 
and it commends itself to the consideration 
of those sentimentalists in this country 
whose sympathy for the Spanish Queen has 
led them to overlook the thousands of other 
mothers upon whom she and her cruel gov- 
ernment have visited such atrocious cruelty. 
Mr. Watson’s sympathies have always been 
enlisted by suffering humanity, as was evi- 
denced by his passionate lyrical appeals for 
the Armenians and his stinging indictment 
of the British government for its indiffer- 
ence to their treatment by the unspeakable

An Americen named Silver, lately employed 
by the Manila Blectric company, has es- 
caped to the American ships out of the starv- 
ing city. He says that with the assistance 
of men from his company the Spaniards had 
completed twenty-five electric torpedoes 
with which to mine the entrance to the bay, 
but the national habit of putting everything 
off till tomorrow had prevented the placing 
of the torpedoes where they would do any 
harm, and the unconventional! promptness of 
the Americans in entering the bay rendered 
the torpedoés useless. If the Spaniards had 
been less addicted to their motto of mafiana, 
or if Dewey had been the sort of man to 
hang around a few days wondering whether 
there were any mines in the bay, the result 
at Manila might have been different. but 
even torpedoes are harmless in the hands of 
a sleeping enemy. The Spaniards will have 
to learn to get up early in the morning 
before they can cope with the Yankee boys 

on sea or land. 


REASONS FOR ANNEXATION. 

Now that the question of the annexation 
of the Hawaiian republic to the United 
States has become a live issue—not to say 
one of extreme urgéncy, in view of our new 
relations in the Pacifie growing out of the 
necessity we shall be under of controlling 
the affairs of the Philippine Islands fes an 
indefinite period—there are abundant rea- 
sons why the general public, no less than 
the politi¢ians, should investigate the sub- 
ject. With a view to enabling them to do 
„this Tun Trisune has already printed in 
full the report of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs to the Lower House of Congress 
favoring the adoption of the Newlands an- 
nexation resolution, followed by the testi- 
mony of General John M. Schofield and 
Admiral John G. Walker, relating to the 
wisdom and desirability of adding the 
islands to our national domain. 

Elsewhere in this issue will be found a 
summary of the reasons cited in favor of 
the measure by the Foreign Affairs commit- 
tee of the United States Senate in a re- 
port made to that body in March last. This 
will be found to contain much valuable in- 
formation of both a statistical and historical 
character bearing upon the subject. The 
commanding position which the islands oc- 
cupy for strategic and commercial pur- 
poses in the heart of the Pacific; their fer- 
tility and natural resources; the rapid de- 
velupment of their trade under the principle 
of reciprocity with the United Statés; the 
effect which their acquisition would have 
upon our Pacific commerce and carrying 
trade; and the necessity for prompt action 
in order to prevent future complications and 


friction are described with great clearness 
and force. In the light of the arguments 
there presented it seems dificult to con- 
ceive what apology ean be made for fur- 
ther delay upon a question involving our 
future commercial prosperity and the safety 
of our Pacific coast cities and States. 

Since the report of the Senate committee 
was submitted conditions have arisen giv- 
ing added force to many of the arguments 
cited by it. It would be an act little short 
of suicide for Congress to refuse to take 
cognizance of these conditions in the light 
of our present relations in the Pacific and 
such as they are likely to be for an in- 
definite period.

SOUTHERN STATZS MAKE A MISTAKE. 

The President has issued his second call 
for troops before all the States have filled 
their quotes under the first call. Most of 
those are Southern States. The principal 
reason why they are behind is the disincli- 
nation of their Governors to accept the 


service of colored men, who compose about 


half the population. In some instances the 

request of colored militia organizations that 
they be accepted as part of the quota of the 

States has been declined or has not been 

acted on. 

There seems to be a feeling in some parts 
of the South that to allow the negroes to. 
fight alongside the white men would be an 
admission of equality which cannot be tol- 
erated, but the whites, while spurning the 
aid of the blacks, are not taking up arms 
with that wild enthusiasm which their rep- 
resentatives in Congress declared they 
would display. The 100,000 Alabamians 
who, according to General Wheeler, would 
follow him to Guba have not materialized 
yet. * 
The black men of the South, properly 
handled, would be excellent soldiers. Their 


indifference to tropical heat and their com- | 


parative immunity from certain diseases 
would enable them to endure some of the 
disagreeable features of a Cuban cam- 
paign better than white soldiers. There- 
fore the colored men should be given a 
chance to fight whenever they slow any 
willingness to do so. If Southern States 
like Mississippi and Alabama had not 
drawn the color line as rigidly in war as in 
peace their quotas would have been filled 
by this time. It must mortify them some- 
what to be at the tail end of the procession: 

Of course any shortages on the part of 
one or more States can be made good. If 
necessary Illinois will supply all the men 
the gulf States have failed to supply, but 
the authorities will be inclined to wait and 
give every State a chance to show its 
patriotism. The result will be that the 
time required to get all the men the Presi- 
dent believes are needed will be protracted 
considerably.

In GERMANY. many, as the prices of 
breadgtuffs are advancing, 
especially in South Germany. There is much 
criticism by the Liberals and Socialists of 
the policy of the government on account 
of its failure to reduce the import duty on 
grain, which is attributed to the influence of 
the agrarians. Some attempts are made to 
encourage a more general use of maize (In- 
dian corn), but this is condemned by the 
Socialist press, on the ground that it is un- 
healthful and unfit for human beings—a 
mere prejudice on the part of a class, many 
of whom are besotted with the excessive use 
of beer. The abundant crops of grain.prom- 
ised in the United States this year give the 
best assurance of Germany's continued neu- 
trality during our war with Spain. 


, THE INFLUX OF GOLD. 

During the first ten months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year the net imports of gold 
amounted to. 90 millfons. That large and 
uhprecedented figure will be increased to 
100 millions by the end of the month. This 
remarkable influx of gold is due, of course, 
to the fact that Europe has been and still 
is a heavy purchaser of American food- 
stuffs, and that this country has not been 
willing to take - pay for those products ex- 
elusively in European products. The im- 
ports of manufactured goods have remained 
small; therefore the Europeans have to 
settle in gold the adverse balance of trade. 

This has been done by them without any 
of that strain or effort which the free silver- 
ites are in the habit of declaring must en- 
sue when one nation for any reason makes 
a demand for gold on others. There is so 
large a stock of that metal that 90 million 
dollars’ worth of it have been transferred 
from Europe to America to settle a trade 
balance of unexampled magnitude without 
causing the least business disarrangement 
anywhere. There have been no symptoms 
of that desperate scramble for gold the 
Bryanites used to talk about. 

While the United States has been adding 
to its stock of gold by importation it has 
been coining at its mints the output of the 
American gold mines. Since July 1 last 
over 50 million dollars’ worth of gold bullion 
—nearly all of it of American origin—has 
been converted into coin. Thus foreign 
and domestic sources of supply have added 
about 150 million dollars’ worth of gold to 
the American stock. | 0 

The amount of gold coin in circulation 
March 1, 1897, was estimated at 516 mil- 
lions; at the beginning of last month it was 
a little over 582 millions. Owing to the in- 
creased supply of gold and the shipment of 
large quantities of paper currency from 
New York to the South and West, gold is 
being used much more extensively in busi- 
ness transactions in that city.

THE VENEZUELAN BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 

The announcement that the commission 
which is to pass on the boundary disagree- 
ment between Venezuela and British 
Guiana will meet in Paris next February 
rechlla a half-forgotten question which 
would have had serious consequences it 
Lord Salisbury had been of a less concilia- 
tory disposition. Had he been governed by 
the wishes of Mr. Chamberlain, who is now 
so anxious to behold an Anglo-American 
alliance, the United States might not with- 
out backing down shamefully have been 
able to avoid a war which would have been 
a different affair from the one it is carrying 
on now. 

In December, 1895, President Cleve- 
land sent to Congress that message in which 
he recommended the appointment of an 
American commission to determine what 
the boundary line between Venesuela and 
British Guiana actually was. In that same 
message he declared that it was the duty 
of the United States to resist by every 
means in its power the appropriation of any 
territory which that commission might de- 
termine belonged of right to Venezuela. 

This defiant statement filled the mug- 
wumps with consternation. They had been 
horrified by Secretary Olney’s declaration 
that “today the United States is practically 
sovereign on this continent, and its fiat is 
law upon the subject to which it confines 
its interposition.” The distressed peace-at- 
any-price men of 1895 could not find 
language severe enough to express their 
feelings toward the President and the See- 
retary. No serious consequences ensued, 
however. The British government receded 
from its former position, and after much 
correspondence an arrangement was made 
in the winter of 1896 for the settlement of 
the boundary dispute by arbitration. 

Since then matters have moved slowly. 
Venezuela did not have its case ready for 
presentation until last March, and the 
counter claims of Great Britain will not be 
submitted until July next. Seven months 
later the distinguished jurists who compose 
the commission will meet at Paris. Ven- 
ezuela will be represented by Chief Just 
Fuller and Associate Justice Brewer and 
Great Britain by two eminent Judges. 
The fifth member is Mr. De Mertens, a 
Russian, who is a high authority on interna- 
tlonal law. 

The finding in this case may not be made 
until late in 1899. Americans will take 
little interest in it when made, whether it 
is favorable or unfavorable to Venezuela. 
They do not care if Great Britain retains 
what she claims, provided it appears that 
she is lawfully entitled to it; but they should 
not forget that this controversy over South 
American territory gave the United States 
an opportunity to announce to the world 
the full scope and significance of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, and to state clearly the dom- 
inant position of the United States in all 


American affairs.

REVENUES FROM

Doubtless the former will be 
retained. The revenue to be collected will 
be turned into the Treasury as a “ military 


contribution and will defray in part the 


expenses incident to the occupation of the 
islands. It is assumed that the customs 
duties will preduce about ten million dollars. 

After General Scott had taken possesion 
of the City of Mexico he proceeded to levy 


taxes and obtained a large amount of 


money, a portion of which he used for the 
support of his troops. The remainder was 
turned into the Treasury by him, and was 
utilised subsequently for the creation of 
the Soldiers’ Home at Washington. The 
right of a General, while in military pas- 
session of a country, to collect customs 
duties or to levy local taxes cannot be ques- 

tioned. 
The collection of duties is not the only 
matter which the American officers will have 
to attend to after the military authority 
of the United States has been extended 
throughont the islands, provided all the 
Spenish taxing laws are enforced. Under 
them a small tax is paid whenever a sale 
is made, no matter how petty the amount 
involved may be. Every native, male or 
female, pays a yearly head tax. Everything 
and everybody is taxed, except the religious 
orders and their property.

First Reason in Favor of Annexation. 


The reasons why Hawall is essential to 
the protection of the Pacific coast are as 
follows: 

The distance across the Atlantic is ap- 
proximately 3,000 miles. 

The distance across the Pacific is from 
7,000 to 9,500 miles. 

All of the great powers of Europe lie or 
have coaling stations within steaming dis- 
tance of the Atlantic coast of the United 
States. On the other hand, no nation, Eu- 
ropean or Asiatic, lies or possesses a coal- 
ing station near enough to the Pacific coast 
to be practically available as a base of. 
hostile naval operation against that coast 
or its eee 

In the eine Ocean, from the equator 
to Alaska, from the coast of China and 
Japan to the American continent, there is 
but one spot where 4 toh of coal, a pound 
8 or a gallon of water can be ob- 
taMfied by a passing vessel, and that spot is 
Hawaii. 

The distance from Hongkong, through 
Hawall to Panama, is 9.880 miles; as far as 
frum San Francisco eastward across the 
continent, across the Atlantic, across the 
Mediterranean, and across Turkey to the 
boundary of Persia. ' 

The distance between Unalaska and 
Tahiti, the nearest ports north and south 
of Hawaii, is 4,400 miles—as far as from 
the southern point of Greenland to the 


mouth of the Amazon River. 


No American or Japanese battieship, now 
built or building, can even cross from Japan 
to San Francisco without recoaling. A mod- 


ern battleship without coal is like a caged 


lion—magnificent, but harmless. 

Any country in jon of Hawali 
would possess such a base within four or 
five days’ steaming distance of any part of 
the Pacific coast, and be a standing menace 
against not only the Pacific coast but 
against all of the ocean-bound commerce 
to and from that coast ahd all American 
commerce on or across the North Pacific. 

By simply 9 other nations out of 
Hawali the United States will thereby se- 
cure almost absolute Anmunity from naval 
attack on its Pacifie coast for the simple 
reason that their bases are too far away to 
be made available. For example: 

The distance from San Francisco to the 
nearest naval station of England is 4,600 
miles; France, 3,000; Spain, 4,700; Russia, 
4,700; Japan, 4,500; and China, 5,500 miles. 

The importance of Hawaii to the com- 
merce of the Pacific is demonstrated by 
the fact that of the seven transpacific 
steamship lines plying between the North 
Ameriean continent and Japan, China, and 
Australla, all but one make Honolulu a way 
station.

Second Reason in Favor of Annexation. 


The conditions are such that the United 
States must act now to preserve the results 
of its pest policy a to prevent the 
dominancy in Hawaii of a foreign people. 

For over fifty years, beginning with Presi- 
dent Tyler in 1842, Presidents, Secretarics 
of State, American Ministers to Hawali, 
and successive Congresses have continu- 
ously enunciated the principle that no other 
foreign nation can be allowed to possess, 
control, or dominate Hawaii. 

The time has come when this is insufficient 
to effectuate the policy or retain the ad- 
vantages already secured, 

The native race has decreased until there 
are now only thitty odd thousand of them 
— constituting less than a third of 
the population of the country, and the de- 
crease is continuing. The day when the 
aboriginal Hawallan alone should own and 
contro] Hawaii has gone and gone forever. 
It is no longer a question of whether Hawaii 
be by the native Hawalian 
or by some foreign people, but the question 
is, 7 7 t foreign people shall An Ha- 
wa 

Through the medium of the reciprocity 
treaty American dominancy in Hawaii has 
been maintained, and American interests 
have increased to such an extent that Amer- 
icans now own, approximately, three- 
fourths of all the property in the country; 
consume 98 per cent of their exports; fur- 
nish 75 per cent of their imports; and carry 
78 per cent of their foreign trade in Amer- 
ican bottoms. 8 

The reciprocity treaty is terminable by 
either party upon a year’s notice. In the 
uncertainties of politics a party may arise 
which is inimical to the United States, and 


after it has got possession of the govern- 


ment may change the policy which has con- 
trolled for fifty years past. Only three 
years ago the Eng and Canadian govern- 
ments attempted by cession or lease to ob- 
tain possession of one of the islands as a 
cable station between British Columbia and 
Australia, and that scheme has not been 
abandoned, all that has stood in the way of 
its consummation being our reciprocity 
treaty and the determination of Hawaii 


to keep its territory intact and its face 


turned towards America until the question 
of annexation is settled. While Japan is 
now making no objection to annexation, stil! 
the drift of the Japanesé towards thé islands 
has amounted to something like an invasion 
—during a part of 1890 and 1897 aggregating 
2,000 per month, This has already given 
the Japanese a larger adult male population 
than any other nationality. With such an 
accession, in face of a steady decrease of 
the native population, the domination of the 
Japanese would be an inevitable result, even 


if no such policy is now contemplated.

tectorate imposes upoh the United States 
responsibility without power to control, 
while annexation imposes practically no 
more responsibility, but is accompanied 
with the full-power powers of ownership.

Third Reason in Favor of Annexation. 


It will increase many fold and secure to 
the United States the commerce of the 
islands. Our trade with the Hawallan 
Islands has grown immensely since the ne- 
gotiation of the reciprocity treaty in 1876, as 
shown by the following figures: In 1874 the 
value of Hawaiian imports aggregated 
$1,210,827, and the domestic exports $1,622, . 
000, carried in 120 vessels. In 1806 the value 
of imports was $7,104,000 and of the exports 
$15,515,000, carried in 386 vessels: Of the for- 
eign trade about one-half ($3,568,000) was 
with the City of San cisco, deing the 
largest trade from the Pacific coast to any 
foreign country except Australia, afd ex- 
ceeding that with China by fearly $1,000,000.

Annexation will give a new impulse to our 
shipping trade on the Pacific, and, coupled. 
with its inevitable extension to Asiatic 
ports, will cause an increase in our foreign 
ecommerce almost unparalleled in the world’s 
history. 

Fifth Reason in Favor of Annexation. 

It will remove Hawaii from internationa| 
politics and dtend to promote peace in the 
Pacific by eliminating an otherwise certain 
source of international friction. 

Within the last eighty-five years Hawaii 
has been taken possession of once by Russia, 
once by England, twice by France. 

And by reason of hostile demonstrations 
by foreign governments, creating the fear 
of foreign conquest, an absolute cession of 


the sovereignty of the country to the United 


States was executed and delivered in 1881. 
and a treaty of annexation negotiated in 1854, 

Since 1874 on four separate occasions inter- 
nal disturbances have required the landing 
of foreign troops from warships for the 
protection of the interests of the several na 
tions there represented. 

Russia has heretofore been a European 
country, with but a nominal interest in the 


Pacific. Within the last five years it has de- 


veloped Pacificwards, until it fills the north- 
western horison, and with the now rapidly 
progressing development of its vast empire 
on the Pacific coast of Siberia, the construc- 
tion of its transcontinental railway from &. 
Petersburg to the Pacific, and the foreshad- 
owed absorption of northern China, there can 
be no prediction of the limit of its interests 
and strength in the Pacific. 

The meteor like projection of Japan into 
the international sky is too recent and vivid 
to need any enumeration of detail. In the 
short space of a year Japan has become not 


only a Pacific but a world power. 


With its rapidly ifcreasing population, al- 
ready numbering nearly fifty million; its 
navy now stronger than any in the Pacific: 
its demonstrated power of organization and 
military execution; its progressive commer- 
cial and aggressive national spirit, there 1s 
no safety in basing any calculations upon the - 
meekness or Weakness of Japan. 

For the immediate present the government 
is under the control of those favorable to 
the United States, Thereis no certainty that 
this condition of affairs will continue. As 
long as Hawaltis independent other nation- 
alties will naturally and legitimately seek 
to advance their interests at the expense of 
those of the United States. 

When annexation was proposed in 1893 no 
government objected. Today, by reason ot 
the increase of the interests of Japanese sub- 


jects in the islands, Japan interposes a vig- a 


orous objection. It may not be considered 
a serious obstacle to annexation; but it ts 
an illustration of the rapidity with which 
changes are taking place in the Pacific, and 
of the possibility and probability of rapid 
developments inimical to American control, 
which must be expected in the Pacific within 
the early future,

the full 100 per cent of the assessed value. 


It was bitterly opposed and it was recog- 
nized on all hands that this report was made 
to kill any revenue legislation. The friends of 
revenue reform said they could not vote for 
a bill of that character, and the members of 
the committee were entreated to insert an 
amendment offered by Judge Sherman. 


Humphrey Fights Amendment. 
The House members were willing, but 


Humphrey refused, and asserted he would 
fight all proposals to amend the bill wich 


the full knowledge his attitude meant the 
end of all revenue legislation. It happened, 
however, that Governor Tanner could not 
afford to let the Legislature adjourn with- 
out revenue legislation of some kind, and 
so he pulled Humphrey’s Senatorial friends 
away from him and had the Sherman amend- 
ment added in spite of his protests. 

David D. Healy, who has been seeking the 
Republican nomination for Sheriff, is now 


apparently on the point of entering the race 


for County Treasurer. That was the story 
in political circles during the day. His 
friends madd no pretense of denying it. One 
explanation for Mr. Healy's attitude wes 
that the Treasurership would be more in the 
line of work he is fitted to perform.

Appleton, Wis., y 25.—[Special.]—Two 
important decisions by the Wisconsin G. A.

| County Attorney Must Be Notified as 
to When Final Settiement Will

Judge Kohlsaat of the Probate Court has 
issued an order requiring administrators of 
estates and executors of wills to formally 
notify the County Attorney as to when final 
settlement will be made, so that the pro- 
ceedings incident to the collection of in- 
heritance taxes will be made simpler. All 
estates paying the inheritance tax within 
six months from the date of death are en- 
titled to a rebate of 5 per cent of the amount 
of the tax.
